Germany claimed today to have 


established land connections 
be- 


tween her main Norwegian base at 
Oslo and the west coast port of 
Trondheim. 


This would be a damaging blow 


to the allies who still, apparently, 
are unable to resist the Germans' 
rapid drive through mountainous 
central Norway despite the arrival 
of re-inforcements. 


Although the German line evi- 


denUy is long and thin, it means 
that nazi forces have laid down a 
front 
to defend 
their hold on 


southern 
Norway — the 
important 


part of the invaded kingdom. 


It means that the Germans are 


in position to isolate allied forces 
which advanced Inland from the 
coast to try to stem the lightning 
nazi drive toward Trondheim. 


Control Communications 


It means that the Germans have 


attained a strategic hold on com- 
munications and have turned the 
tables on the allies efforts to cut 
of! Trondheim from the Norwegian 
interior with forces • moving north 
along the seaboard from Andalsnes 
and south from Namsos. 


A military source in London said 


the Germans had captured the im- 
portant railway junction of Storen, 
30 miles south of Trondheim, and 
described the allied position in the 
Dombas sector as difficult. 


Although the report that Storen 


had been captured was not confirmed 
officially 
in 
London, 
informant;* 


conceded that the allies were under 
heavy pressure in that sector. 


A brief German communique said 


the land contact had been made 
.southwest of Storen between nazi. 
troops "advancing north from Oslo 
by way of Tynset and south from 
Trondheim." 


Storen Is Important 


The German high command com- 


munique earlier had reported ad- 
vances all along the line toward 
Dombas. 


The prime importance of Storen 


Is acknowledged In London, 
The 


railroad lines through the Gud- 
brands and Osier

Formofoss, 
Norway 
(About 20 


Miles East of Namsos) April 30 (AP) 
—German air raids on the allied 
troops at Namsos, which have turned 
parts of that Norwegian coastal town 
Into wreckage, took a sharp decline 
Moncliy when British anti-aircraft 
guns opened up full blast and drove 
a surprised German bomber high 
Into the upper air. 


After that blast air alarms which 


halve kept the entire Nnmsos urea 
anxious since the first days of Ger- 


many's invasion of Norway lessened 
by 80 per cent. 


Namsos, which has steep 
cliffs 


on the north side, a fjord in the 
center and more hills on the south, 
now is literally alive with British and 
French anti-aircraft batteries. Each 
is manned by crack shots especially 
chosen to bolster the morale of the 
Norwegians, who have clung to their 
homes In this embattled town. 


Iteallw Resistance 


German fliers, who, according to 


Norwegian airmen, formerly flew 
over the entire sector from Namsos 
to the Swedish border about 15 miles 
to the east as "if it worn their own 
private airfield," realized for the first 
time Monday that vthcy would meet 
resistance. 


When a 5 a. m. breakfast call was 


made over Namsos harbor by the 
German air force, a German bomber 
dropped an "egg" (bomb) but also 
"laid an cgB," for the British bat- 
teries opened up and chased the 
aviator Into the higher air. 


As a result the residents who re- 


fused to flee from their homes now

Charging plaintiffs with contribu- 


tory negligence, counsel for T. Earl 
Gulp, Jr., Hanover, defendant in 
four damage suits being tried jointly 
in common pleas court here, sought 
to clear Gulp of full blame and 
financial responsibility for the auto- 
mobile accident and the serious in- 
juries which form the basis for the 
suit. 


The crash occurred on a sharp 


curve in Midway on the night of 
October 14, 1938, with Gulp at the 
wheel of his father's sedan which 
was demolished in a collision with 
a pole. Gulp and four passengers 
weie badly hurt. 


One Plaintiff in Hospital 


One of the plaintiffs, Richard 


Brady. Second street, McSherrys- 
town, is a patient in the Hanover 
hospital where he has been for the 
greater part of the time since the 
accident and could not be in court 
for the trial. His father. Joseph C. 
Brady, McSherrystown, appeared for 
him.

Truman Heck estimated the speed 


of the car at the lime of the crash 
at about 50 to 55 miles an hour. He 
said Wildasin had told Gulp to slow 
down just before the crash, 


In his own testimony Wildasin 
oclnrcd that after Gulp had taken 


.1 previous curve at a high speed 
Wilriasm 1'ad warned: "You'd bet- 
lor slow clown or you won't make 
the next one." 
Somebody in the 


front seat laughed, he said, and 
that was his only answer.

Berlin, April 30 (AP)—Adolf Hitler 


today drafted a special order of the 
day, 
to be published Wednesday, 


addressed to the German expedi- 
tionary foifce in Norway, praising it 
for its achievement in establishing 
direct military communication be- 
tween Oslo and Trondhelm after 20 
days of fighting. 


The order of the day further em- 


phasizes the strategic and tactical 
importance of the movements where- 
by nazl troops advancing Southward 
from Trondhelm and northwestward 
from Oslo managed to frustrate al- 
lied attempts to cut off Trondhelm 
in a pincers movement from Andals- 
nes and Namsos. 


No Statement by Chamberlain 
London, April 30 (AP)—Prime 


Minister Chamberlain told the house 
of commons today, "I do not think it 
would be In the public interest" to 
make any statement as to measures 
adopted by Britain in Norway. 


Chamberlain later said he desired 


to make a statement on the Nor- 
wegian campaign as soon as possible 
but declined to sel a date. He said, 
however, he expected to give the 
house some Information this week. 


The prime minister reiterated that 


the allies have "no vindictive de- 
signs against the German people." 


Labor Board Rules 


Against Ford Company 


Washington, April 30 (AP)—The 


labor board ruled today that the 
Pord Motor company had violated 
the Wagner act at its St. Louis plant 
and ordered the company to re- 
instate with back pay 94 employes 
who participated in a strike in 1937. 


The board also ordered the com- 


pany to bargain upon request with 
C.I.O.'s United Auto Workers union 
as the exclusive representative of the 
St., Louis plant employes. 


In addition, the company wns 


ordered to dls-establish the St. Louis 
division of the Liberty Legion of 
America, Inc. The company, the 
board declared, had "dominated and 
interfered" with the formation and 
administration of the Liberty Le- 
gion. 


At the same time, the labor board 


dismissed allegations that the Ford 
company hud discriminated against 
108 workers other than the 94 
ordered reinstated.

LICENSE LAW 
LEGAL MAY 17 


Harrisburg, April 30 (AP) — The 


state Health department is notifying 
prospective brides and bridegroon\s 
that, beguining May 17. they may. 
have to wall as much as 10 days 
after making application before they 
obtain marriage licenses. 


A new law effective on that date 
cquires each applicant to present 
i physician's certificate attesting 
freedom from syphilis in a conta- 
ious stage.

s issuing notice that completion of 
blood tests may require a fortnight.

calendar.

Licenses taken out before May 17.

The marriage laws prescribes a 
Imee-day waiting between the ap- 
plication and issuance of the license. 
The medical examination must be 
made within 30 clays of the license 
application. 


Dr. Edgar S. Evcrlmrt, chief ol the 


syphilis division in the state Health 
dtpartment, said iU> intcipictation 
of the new lav/ is that couples seek- 
ing to wed may pass away the three 
days' wait while awaiting results ot 
their blood tests, and obtain a 
license immediately after presenting 
the physicians' certificates to the 
court — if the waiting period has 
elapsed by that time. 


The department will notify 182 


piivatc laboratories Wednesday that 
Lhey have been approved "tempor- 
arily" lor making the blood tests, 
and send similar notices to approved 
physicians 
No public 
announce- 


ment of the approved laboi atones 
will be made prior to May 1. 


The cost of the examinations and 


blood tests usually runs about $5 a 
person, but the amount is left to the 
discretion of the private laboratory 
or physician.

M any Adam s county poultrym en 
use hay fields for poultry ranges. 
T he grow th is principally red clover, 
alfalfa, and tim othy.

legum es

tim othy lack the dense cover of 
bluegrass 
they 
fail 
to 
keep 
the 
poultry out of the m ud,” rem ands 
County Agent M. T H artm an . “They 
also tend to lodge w hich causes 
dam pness n ear the soil. W henever 
possible such grow th b etter be cut 
before the pullets are placed on 
range." 
B luegrass m akes a dense sod and 
furnishes green feed except in hot, 
dry w eather. H artm an explains. Sod 
strip s along co m have th e added 
advantage of providing fowls access 
to 
shade. 
A 
p ro p er m ixture 
of 
grasses and legum es and good m a n ­ 
agem ent of th e pastu re areas, how ­ 
ever, will serve to provide m ost re ­ 
quirem ents of a good ran g e which 
a single kind often fails to give.
